It Is no secret that the Boy ScouLs oTTfic" 
Snake River council had a similar exporicnct 
In the first drive. At least 10 tons of waste 
paper v/ere hauled to our own city dumps 
und burned when the Scouts could find no 
way of disposing of It. Several other towns 
In our own vicinity and elsewhere In Idaho 
had the same experience. One explanation 
was that freight rates on shipping amounted 
to more than the paper was worth. 

We do not know whether the current re- 
ports emanating from New York are true, 
although there la plenty ot'evldcnce that the 
government In wn-'itlng pnjier In mmicrou; 
ways. 

But we are familiar with the outcome of 
the first campaign in Idalio, and we do know 
that It Is making collection difficult during 
the present drive. 

Recently, the Tlmes-Newa called this coii' 
ditlon to the attention of Edwin 3. Friendly, 
national chairman of the waste paper cam- 
paign now In progress. j; 

'■Please believe that we arc fully awnre of 
the discouragement which resulted In the last 
waste paper drive," said n letter In reply from 
the national office, "but we are firmly con- 
, vlnccd that it won't happen again. 

"We ore concerned with your situation 
because each day wo get fresh reports on the 
vanishing Inventories o( waste paper tn the 
mills and urgent requests from Washington 
to do everything we can to overcome the 
shortage. I can a.ssiire you that there Is a 
desperate need for every pound of waste 
paper," 

We have covered all these developments 
purposely so our readers may have a thor- 
ough knowledge ot the situation, and In the 
. hope that they will now give the drive their 
support In spite of past experiences. 

C. R, Balmforth. Scout executive of the 
Snake River council, has assured the Times- 
News that his organization will take the re- 
sponsibility or disposing of all acceptable 
waste paper collected In these eight counties. 
"Acceptable waste papei" la nfwspRpers and 
magazines, segregated and tied Into flat bun- 
dles weighing approximately €5 pounds. In- 
asmuch oa all other waste paper must be 
baled, It Is not being collected because there 
are no baling facilities In this vicinity. 

There Is nothing we can do now but to 
accept the assurance ot higher-ups that "It 
won't happen again," that waste paper Is 
desperately needed, and to help oil we can 
In meeting the present emergency.

Well, Attorney Oencral hcrt Miller llnally made 
up his mind and Duncun MacD. Johnston, tuicc -con- 
victed of first degree murder, who used every legal 
recourw to reverse the vcrdlcl. has been eranied a 
lull pordon by (he votes of AllorneV Oenernl Bert 
Miller and Secretary ot atai* Ocorge Cunis. over Uio 
nrgatlve vote of aoxTrnor C. A. QottDUsen, and John- 
ston has (tone free. Curtis long ngo made up hU mind 
and for more Umn n year has been voting for the 
pardon. First Oovcrnor Chn,^e Clark nnd later Oov- 
crnor Boltolfscn have been OEtlnst the pardon and 
until Uic final vote on Tluirsday, Miller stood with 
Ihem- Out nil the llmc ho has had quite a struggle 
witli hlmscU and our guess would be that be made up 
hii mind about a year nKO to vote tor Johnston's pur- 
don.

Johnston presented none ot these and lo argue that 
he was- tried lor actually tiring tha lethal shot and 
convicted for having guilty knowledge at the killing U 
beside the point.
